EARLY COIN COLLECTING IN EUROPE 

By Christopher Blunt, Hungerford, England 
(A paper presented to the 1947 A. N. A. Convention.) 

To the numismatist of today it is of far more than academic mterest 
to know something of the pioneers of eoin-eollecting and of the study ot 
numismatics. It becomes, as one studies tliis aspect of our sub.ieet, a 
matter of living interest to learn how coins were studied and collected 
as a part of the general research into the classical times brought about 
bv the Kenaissance, to see the motive that actuated the first collectors 
a'lul how numismatics have gradually developed into the specialised 

science we know today. - 

It is a moot point whether coins were collected in anti(|uity. lhat the 
Romans were ardent collectors of Greek works of art, statuary, vases and 
so on, is known, but no specific mention is made of coins though it would 
seem likely, having in mind the art that was displayed on them, tha 
thev too mav well have been included in Homan collections. For the 
purpose of this paper it will be sufficient to begin at a time when more 
definite evidence is available and that time must be the beginnings ot 
the Kenaissance. 

That Petrarch, (1304-1373), the leader of the Humanists, was the 
first critical collector is now generally accepted but it is not so gen- 
erally known that there were collectors before him. At the beginning 
of the XIVth century Pope Boniface VlTl ® 

antiquities on which he could lay his hands and, shortly alter, 0>™o 
Forza was doing the same. Petrarch and his circle ot 
Kienzi and Niccolo Niccoli may however properly be regarded as the 
initiators of the study of numismatics. 

The XVth century was the age of the great Renaissance collectors an 
among those possessing cabinets of coins are found famous names 

as Leonello D’Este, Cosimo di Medici, Piero Barbo (afterwards Pope 
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Paul II) the Gonzagas at Mantua and Alphouso of Aragon, Kin" of 
Waples. In Prance there was Jean, Due de Berry, the brother of 
G larles \, best known today from the magnificent “Trcs riches heures 
mt Due De Berry” which was the gem of his collection of manuscripts, 
t owards the end of the century there was the Emperor Maximilian who 
started tlie Imperial Library in Vienna. Besides tliese princely collectors 
there grew up two other classes, the artists such as Gentile Bellini and 
a er Guercino, Giulio Komano and Michael Angelo and the pure scholars 
to whom reference has already been made. 

One can get some idea of the purpose that ])rompted these early 
collectors from a .study of their correspondence and from the inventories 
ot one or two collections that have survived. From these it is abund- 
antly clear that coins were regarded as a means of piercing the veil 
lat hung before the history ot anticiuity. Manuscripts and inscriptions 
were rightly regarded as the prime source of information but tbe con- 
tribution which coins could make to knowledge was early recognized 
and tlieir value in identifying the Bonian busts that were 'beginning to 
fill tlie princely collections of Europe will be readilv apparent. Hence 
we find early emphasis laid on the portrait pieces of the Roman Im- 
pel lal coinage and the demand grew for the large bronze and the gold 
coins. But there was also an emotional side to early collecting. Alphouso 
ot Aragon, who ransacked Italy for coins of .Julius Caesar and of the 
ainous hjmperors, kejit his collection in an ivory cabinet almost as if, 
we are told by a coiitemiiorary, they were sacred' relics. He is recorded 
as saying that since other portraits of these famous men had perished 
he could at least rejoice his heart with these, and was often stimulated 
by them to virtue and famous deeds. A similar approach is indicated by 
1 etrarch who tells us that he jmrehased medals brought to him bv the 
peasants and deciphered with emotion the names of the Emperors that 
he found on them. 

Jo the early collectors coins formed but a single item in a general 
collection of antiquities. The great Renaissance collectors vied with one 
another in ama.ssing cla.ssical sculpture, bronzes, vases, cameos and in- 
taglios. But the chief prize remained the manuscript for which there 
was the keenest competition. General collecting of this nature con- 
tinued for a long time until, in the XlXtli centurv, the age of the 
specialist began. 

hioni the Roman Imperial series interest gradually spread to the 
coins of the Republic and tben to the issues of the'^ Greek cities of 
southern Italy and Sicily which the spade and plough turned up locally, 
^rom this developed an interest in the Greek series generallv which the 
Venetian and Genoese traders in the Eastern Mediterranean were not 

® "ew and profitable source of revenue. 

Ihe desire to get a complete series of portraits of the Roman Em- 
perors led to the production of pieces to fill gaps in cases where the 
demand exceeded the supply. Padua was the centre of this activity and 
tne products are generally known today among numismatists as “Padu- 
ans. It would be wrong to regard these early ‘ ‘ Paduans” as forgeries, 
lliey were at the time recognized as modern pieces and accepted as such 
to complete a series, in much the same way as the numismatist of today 
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A “Uadiiaii” of Otho, Koiiiaii Kiiiporor (50 A. 1). 


sometimes luis tin eleetrotype of a ])iece tliat lie is never likelv to 
possess. Tt was only later that they were deliberately made to deceive 
and this was an abuse of the purpose for which they were originally 
cr(‘ated. 

In the XVth eentnry collecting docs not appear generally to have 
extended outside the classical series. An amusing reference in Grunau’s 
Prussian Chronicle tells of Pishop Stephan of Kulen (1480-95) sitting 
all day in his castle at Lobau with his coin collection comprising coins 
of every country. The chronicler would no doubt be expressing the 
general view when he added that it was sheer stipiidity that had caused 
him to amass such pieces as he was far too old a man to travel and spend 
them. 

Early collectors appear to have ])aid no small attention to the manner 
in which their coins were housed and displayed. In large houses and 
palaces a room called a Studio v;as set aside for the collections geneially 
and in the Studio the coin cabinet had to be a worthy jiiece of furniture. 
The ivory cabinet of King Alphonso has been mentioned and ebony was 
also frecjiiently used. Sometimes cabinets were made with pedimented 
fronts resembling classical temples and examples of these tine old cabi- 
nets are still to be found in some continental collections. 

It must be a matter of regret that, save where collections have been 
preserved intact, there are all too few cases where the pedigree of coins 
can be traced back to these great collections of the XVth and XVIth 
centuries An exception is the case of the Este collection where the

re-rrottiible and barbarous habit was adopted of countermarking the 
pieces witli the arms of the Este family, an eagle. Such coins are met 
with from time to time though most are probably now in public co 
lections. 
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By the middle of the XVIth century coin collecting had entered on a 
new and in some ways undesirable phase. It had become fashionable. 
The extent to which it had developed can be ^au«red from an account 
left by Hubert Goltzius who made an extended tour of the Low Coun- 
tries, Germany, Italy and France to collect material for a o-reat work he 
planned to undertake. In the course of his tour Goltzius saw no less 
than 950 cabinets amonj? them those belonirinpr to the Emperor Charles 
V and his son Philip, Eleanor of Austria, widow of Francis I of France, 
(it wUl be noted that ladies now appear as collectors), Mary, widow of 
the Kinfr of Hungary, Christina of Denmark, Duchess of Milan, Wil- 
liam Prince of Orange and most of the rulin" princes of Germany. In 
Italy there seems to have been one or more cabinets to be seen in every 
town of any size and in Rome itself no less than seventy are listed, head- 
ed by the Pope, with seA^enteen belonging? to his Cardinals, two to Arch- 
bishops and eio'ht to Bishops. 

Coming back through France Goltzins stopped at Amboise to see the 
collection of the French Kin^’, Henry III, and of various members of 
his court includinpr the Due de Guise and Admiral Coliprny; he went 
on to Fontainebleau Avhere he saw the collection of Catherine de Medici 
and then to Paris Avhere amon^ many others he saw the cabinet of that 
famous bibliophile Jean Grollier, the Treasurer to Francis I, books from 
whose library are so keenly sought by collectors today. Grollier ’s atti- 
tude to collectinjif can best be appreciated by the inscription he caused 
to be put on his book plate, on his bindings and on his coin trays: 

Johannis Grolierii et amicoi'um.’’ From the readiness with which 
Goltzius <>’ained access to so many collections it is apparent that this 
readiness to share knowledm’e with friends or fellow-collectors must have 
been as j^eneral in the XVIth century as it is today. 

It was Christmas 1560 before Goltzius ^ot back home to Bruj^es. His 
tour had lasted two years and he had seen 200 cabinets in the Low 
Countries, 175 in Germany, 880 in Italy and 200 in France. As Bernard 
de la Bastic cynically remarks, hardly a prince or errand seij^neur who 
had not liis cabinet, even though some of them could not read. 

Had Goltzius visited England it mi}»‘ht be possible to tell more of the 
early collectors there. But he did not do so and it is necessary therefore 
to look for other evidence. The earliest collector of whom I have found 
a record is Edward Beaumont of Christ Church, Oxford, who left by 
his Will, proved in 1552, \nh foi^ei^ii silver coins to one Bridges. By the 
.end ot the century other collectors had appeared at the universities; 
John Barcham j>ave his collection in part to the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford, about 1600 and in the Fitz william Museum, Cambridge, is a 
small collection bequeathed to the university in 1589 by Andrew Perne, 
Master of St. Peter's College. 

It may be of interest to turn for a moment to the methods by which 
coins were acquired. Collections in early times usually changed hands 
as a whole and it is not until 1599 that the first record of an auction 
sale is found when the collection of Marnix de St. Aldegonde was dis- 
persed in Leyden. Mention has been made of the Venetian and Genoese 
traders but it was not long before the important collectors had their 
'Own agents in the Eastern Mediterranean. In the case of royal col- 
lectors the diplomatic representatives in the Levant were often used. 
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Louis XIV who was as enthusiastic a collector of coins as of so much 
else, employed agents all over the Mediterranean and ordered his envoys 
and ambassadors in Italy and the Levant to amass all they could of 
medals, manuscripts and other anticpiities. 

Tjouis XTV^s coin collection, which was constantly being enriched by 
pun'hase of various private cabinets, was brought by him to Versailles 
and installed in rooms adjoining the Royal apartments. Every day, 
between mass and dinner, we are told that the King would visit his 
coin-rooms to see the progress that was being made in the sorting and 
classifying of his collections. An amusing, and rather unexpected, 
sid(* of Louis character is revealed by Dr. Lister ^s anecdote that Le 
Notre and the King used to divert themselves by looking through trays 
of contemporary jetons and medals and that when a satyrical one di- 
i*e(‘te(l against the King was found Le N'otre would say: “Sire, voyla 
line, (ju’est bien contre nous!^’ as though the matter pleased him and 
he was glad to find it to show it to the King. 

Among the agents employed by Louis was Jean Vaillant and from 
him we learn that the life had its perils. Returning from a tour in the 
Mediterranean in 1674 Vaillant was made prisoner by pirates and taken 
to Algiers. After four and a half months in prison he was released and, 
I'ather sui’prisingly, allowed to take with him 20 gold and 200 silver 
coins. Rut two days out from Algiers the ship was chased by a second 
band of pirates and Vaillant, fearing that this time his treasure must 
inevitably be lost, swallowed tlic twcmty gold coins. The wind however 
drove off the pirate ship and he reached France safety. The story of the 
recovery of the coins and of the sale of an aureus of Otho even before 
i*e('()very can be read in Simons ^ Voyage DTtalie. 

AVriting in England in 1697, John Evelyn devoted a section to “In- 
structions how to collect and procure such medals as are antique and 
rar(‘“ (in early writing the word medal is generally used in place of 
coin) and he recommeiuls as likely sources Country People, who 
Labour with Plow and Spade, and such as are Employ’d in Digging 
about old Banks. Alounds, Iligh-ways, Foundations and Ruins, where 
haply Stations, Castrametatious have formerly been; where Legio7\s 
ha.ve (piaiJered, Battles be(*n Fought, Buildings and ])ublic worl\^ 
ei*ect(‘d. and the like”; Tinkers and Founders^^ and “such as deal in 
Towns and BrokageP’ He also recommends invoking the assistance of 
ambassadors, factors and ti-avellers at such places as Constantinople, 
Smyrna, Aleppo, Alexandi-ia and Cairo. “And,” he adds, there is 
likewise this encouragement, that Traffic for Aledals between Gentlemen 
and tlic Curious, either by Money or Exchange, is ever esteem’d an 
honorable Commerce, ” 

By now the coin cabinet has (‘onie to be regarded as an integral part 
of the library. Even on occasion as a travelling library, as in the case 
of Charles \\ who had a portable ('abinet made which acc'ompanied 
him on his travels and military ex])editions to Spain. But though the 
coin collection was part of th(‘ lib!*ary, the plates accom])anying the 
catalogue of the collection of the Abbey of Ste. Genevieve in Paris, 
which sj)eci6cally describes it as such, show that even at that late date, 
16f)2, the actual cabinets might still be found in the art gallery. 
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Plato from the Catalogue of the ColkH'tioii of the Abbey of Ste. tieiievieve. 
PublislHXl ill Paris, l(i92. 

Tills famous eolleetioii, tvliii'li had bi'Cii (Mn-ii'liod by tlio acquisition of 
part of the collection of Nicholas de Peiresc, (158()/l()d7) , tlie "reatest 
French numismatic scholar’ of th(‘ XVI Ith centni’y, and later by the 
cabinet of Louis, Due d ’Orleans, avIio I’cdired to the Abbey in 1742, 
passed in 171)1 to the Ci*own on tli(‘ confiscation of the Ohnrch property, 
a fate that must have befalhm many an ecrdesiastical collection. 

That the ^’I’owtli of the fashionable collector had fi’om the point of 
view of the numismatic scholar or student its drawbacks is apparent 
from the plea which Evelyn makes that owners of collections should 
entertain ^Some Learned and Knowing Person, who Avitli the Library 
mi^ht have the Char<>e and Kee])in^* of their (^dhijicfs, X}())imi Phylaciay 
and Curiosities of this Nature, and be (pialified to Disconi’se pai’ticnlarly 
upon, as well as shew them to Learned Sti‘an<>ei’s and others, whom the 
Fame of such Rai’ities may invite with a Decency becorninji’ Learned 
Men; and not (as too usually) lea^'e and abandon them to the Custody 
of a Valet dc Chamhre, or some Ignorant Mercc7wry. . . . Were this 
reformed, we should then, as in Italy, France, Germany, (and other 
Polite and Learned Nations) have frequent Catalogues of what were 
most rare yet extant ... to the Honor of their Countries (spreading 
the Reputations of those Generous and Noble Persons to whom they 
belong) for the Benefit of the Learned World, and not keep them so 
wholly to themselves, as few or none are the better for them.” 

With the growth of collecting there had developed a considerable 
numismatic literature. Even before the monumental works of Goltzius, 
fiuillaume Bude, a friend of Francis I of France, had published in 
1514 a treatise entitled De asse et partibus ejus/^ a work that earned 
file praise of Erasmus, and in 1517 Andrea Fulvio had produced a 
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series of portraits of the Roman Emperors, a book that met with immedi- 
ate siiecess and ran throiipfli several editions. The value of Fulvios^ 
work must however have been lessened by the failing, a common one 
in early times, of fillinj? in ^aps from his own imagination. 

These works dealt exclusively with classical coins but an interest in 
the medieval and modern series was bep:inninp: to develop. Amon^’ the 
earliest works on medieval coins were books published in Germany in 
1588, in Holland in 1597 and in France in 1810. England ‘‘somewhat 
thin of writers on this part of Erudition^^ seems to have waited till 1705 
to produce its first treatise on medieval coins, Anthony Fountaine’s 
“ An<rlo-Saxon and Danish Coins.” 

Refore leaving the XVTTth ('entury, mention must be made of a few 
of the other g’reat collectors of that a^e. In the Low Countries there 
was the Due de Croy who made a specialty of Roman ^old, though his 
interest extended to the silvei* and bronze. He is worthy of special 
mention as an early example of the public spirited numismatist whose 
main desire is to make his collection available for as wide study as pos- 
sible. By a codicil to his Will, dated 1611, he directed his Executors to 
publish a catalo<i:ue of his collection and allotted a sum of money for that 
purpose. The cataloji’ue v.’as duly published three or four years after 
ids death and a second and third edition were called for. 

Another collector of the Low Countries was Abraham van Goorle, 
better known as Goorlaeus, wlio amassed an almost unrivalled collection 
of classical coins. On his death in 1609, Janies T of England bought the 
entire collection for his son, Henry, Prince of Wales, who bequeathed 
it to his brother Charles, later Charles T. The collection is said by 
S('alig(‘i', who was a contemporary of Goorlaeus, to have amounted to 
4000 gold, 10,000 silver and 15,00() bronze pieces. Charles T is known to 
have had a fondness for fine coins and medals and is said always to have 
carried one or more on bis person, a story that is borne out by his 
presentation on the scaffold to Archbishop Juxon of the magnificent 
five-broad piece, now one of the treasures of the British Museum, and 
known as “The Juxon Medal.” The story of the King ^s collection is as 
unhappy as was his own story. Seized by Parliament in 1648 it was 
committed to various hands. By the time that John Dury, who was 
appointed its custodian in 1649, made his inventory there were no more 
than 12, ()()() coins left. Many are believed to have been bought by Queen 
Christina of Sweden who acquired a large number of King Charles 
pictures. On the Restoration, Elias Ashnude put the remains of the 
collection in order but its fate was finally sealed by the fire at Whitehall 
Palace in 1698 where it was irretrievably destroyed. 

Mention has just been made of Queen Christina of Sweden and more 
must be said of this remarkable woman who became a Queen in her 18th 
year in 1644 and who, after a short reign, which combined the wildest 
extravagance on luxuries of all kinds with unstinted expediture on the 
arts and scholarship, abdicated in 1656 and returned to Rome with her 
collection which she continued to enlarge. It is typical of her forceful 
character that, when unable to persuade Gottifredi to part ^yith his 
coins, she virtually bought him as well as his collection by making him 
the Keeper of her Museum. At the Palazzo Rierio she kept open house 
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Allegorical Frontispiece from the Catalogue of the Collet'tion of FrtMierick, 
Duke of Saxony. Published in Amsterdam, 1730. 
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for scliohirs and made her eolleetion readily available to the learned 
world. Her end was trap:ic for she died in Rome in 1(191, poor, nejjlected 
and foi-ji^otten. Biit her coins must liave remained with her to tlie last 
for two years later her collection was ac(piired by Pope Innocent XI. 

In England, under the Royal leadership, other jrreat collectors ap- 
peai’cd. There was the Earl of Arundel and Surrey described by 
Evelyn as ‘‘the ^reat Mecaenas of all the politer Arts and boundless 
Amass(‘i* of Antiquities’’ and, elsewliere, as “the Father of Vertu in 
Entrland.” Lord Arundel is however remembered today more for his 
famous collection of marbles now in the Ashmolean Museum at Oxford. 
Th(*r(* was the Duke of Buckingham, the Marquis, later Duke, of Hamil- 
ton. Sir William Paston, Sir Thomas Fanshawe, Elias Ashmole, Sir 
dohn Cotton, the heir to the iiK'omparable library of his jirand father, 
Sir I\ob(*i’t Cotton, which was eventually to form so important a part of 
the eai’ly ('ollections of the British ^Museum. There was Camden, the 
author of Britannia, John Selden, tin* famous jurist, the Earl of IVter- 
horou^h and Dr. Sharj), Archbishop of York; but chief amon^ them all 
was the collection of Henry Hyde, the 2nd Earl of Clarendon, which 
is referred to as the most illusti’ious in ])rivate hands in Iilngland. 

Amon^'’ French collectors mention has been made of Pereisc but two 
other collectors must be named, not so much for the outstanding 
nature of their cabinets as because both were blind. De Fontenay, 
Abbot of Beauvais, continued, after he was struck with what must 
seem to us a crippliim- desirability for a numismatist, to si)end the 
greater part of his private iiH'ome on his collection and gained the 
reputation of being an expert judge by feel alone of the authenticity of 
a (‘oin. JovSeph Pellerin, blind too, was a prolific writer and, in the 
pr(‘face to his last volume v;hich he ])ublished at the age of 95, describes 
in a manner that cannot fail to win ones admiration and respect how he 
overcame liis disability and complet(*d his life’s work. 

The development of coin-collecting resulted in the growth of antiquar- 
ian and numismatic societies oi* clubs. As early as 1572 an Antiquarian 
Roci(‘ty had been founded in Lo»]don of which at various times Cotton, 
Selden, Camden and Speed were members. In its thirty years’ of ex- 
istence a number of learned and erudite papers were read before it. 
But in 1()()4 it had ceased to meet I’egiilarly and it probably died shortly 
after. 

Paris in tlie XVlIth century boasted no less than two Xumismatic 
Societi(‘s. There was one headed by the Abbe Seguin, called the Aca- 
demi(* des Mcklaillistes, whi(d) appears to liave been the more serious 
of the two. The other headed by the Due d’Aumont, with a number of 
royalti(‘s and courtiers as members, may perhaps be regarded as a more 
fashionable and social affair. 

By th(‘ X\HITth century Italy had (-eased to possess the greatest 
coin collections of the world. Thanks to the activities of travellers 
from more northern countries there' had been a growing exodus of works 
of art from Italy and in the (-ase of e-oins this may well have been more 
marked owing to the greater ease with which they could be transported. 
But these jiorthern collectors wei’c alive to their responsibilities and the 
century saw a great extension of the ])ublication of catalogues of private 
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cabinets, often elaborately produced works with flatteriii*^ prefaces and 
allegrorical frontispieces. 

A typical example is the catalogue of the cabinet of Lord Pembroke 
at Wilton House. The text was never produced but the plates form a 
fat quarto volume and serve to show the magnificence of the collection 
which, when it was dispersed in 1844 realised a sum of £5,900, a figure 
it need hardly be said that represents a fraction of what would be 
realised today. 

The XVIITth century also saw the foundation and growth of the great 
public collections. In the middle of the century the British Museum 
acquired the Sloane collection of some 32,000 pieces and the Cotton 
collection at about the same time. Later came the cabinets of William 
Hamilton and Charles Maynard and early in the XIX century the 
Royal collection was added. By this time the British Museum was well 
on the wa}^ to its present position of ranking among the three finest 
collections in the world. 

Perhaps the clearest idea of the motives that prompted the XVIIIth 
century collector can be gained from a brief study of William Hunter, 
a well-known London surgeon, who collected in a catholic way and in 
the grand manner. His papers, which with his coin and other archeo- 
logical collections are now lioused pi the University of Glasgow, show 
very clearly what were his intentions. 

Hunter early recognised tlie important part that coins might play in 
the illustration and confirmation of history and the exceptional oppor- 
tunity^ for study that a large collection afforded. And he set about 
forming one with such enthusiasm that most of the cabinets that came 
into the market were offered to him. In the remarkably short space of 
13 years, from 1770-1783, Hunter’s collection grew till it numbered 
30,000 coins, 12,000 of which were Greek, about the same number 
Roman and the remainder English and Continental. His first purchase 
was a collection made by a clergyman, Mr. Dawes, who had lived at 
Aleppo, then the chief place of trade in Asia Minor. Another col- 
lection. Mr. Sadler’s, was bought the same year for £900. and so it went 
on. In some years there were only isolated purchases fruin dealers, in 
others entire cabinets, such as that of Consul Smith of \ enice, whose 
pictures by Canaletto now form part of the Royal Collection in London. 
His greatest single purchase was in 1776 when he bought for £8000 the 
collection of his friend Matthew Duane, a lawyer. Payment of this 
considerable sum was spread over three years. 

It is clear that Hunter regarded his collection as a public trust and 
its augmentation as a public duty and we get an interesting light on his 
character from a letter which Sir George Macdonald has published in 
his preface to the catalogue of the Greek Coins. There was some dis- 
pute as to the value of a small collection that Hunter had bought. 
Hunter wrote as follows: — 

“It would give me pain to take your collection for less than what I 
suppose their value to be. What pleasure could it be (and I collect for 
pleasure) to look at coins for which you, or your children ought to have 
had more money? I never meant or wished to give more than their full 
value. I do not, nor ever pretended to judge of their value from my 
own knowledge — and I think you should not. I was to be determined

by Mr. Snelling or Mr. Duane, because I believed them to be capable and 
honest. ... It is my rule to offer at once what I will give when I treat 
with Gentlemen. Gentlemen should always do so.” 

Hunter had for long planned a catalogue of his collection so that its 
contents might be available to students everywhere and in 1782, a few 
montlis before his death, the first volume appeared. As was to be ex- 
pected it was far ahead of anything of its dale. For the first time there 
was published with each piece the weight, metal and size. But the 
publication proved still-born — one of the many wrecks of grandiose 
schemes that litter the history of ninnismatie literature. Tt was not 
until 1899, over a hundred y(‘ars later, that a worthy catalogue of the 
Green series was prepared by Kir George (then Mr.) Macdonald and it 
is understood that a Boman ('atalogne is now in course of preparation, 
a work that Avill be keenly awaited and that will it is to be hoped be 
followed by one of the remainder of the collection. 

Kince the days of Hunter times liave changed. Few now have either 
the leisure or the means to collect in the grand manner of the past. 
The day of the specialist has come and specialised collections are by their 
very nature seldom fitted to be passed from father to son, as was done 
in the XVTTth and XVIITth centuries, as part of the necessary equip- 
ment of a gentleman of parts. Tt is fitting however in conclusion to pass 
in review the characteristics of the great collectors of the past that 
must win our respect and deserve onr emulation : Their catholic taste 
which made their collections extend to all forms of art of the period 
of their choice; the public-spiritedness and distinctiveness with which 
they viewed their collections; these are features v;e must admire. But 
most of all must we admire their prevading desire to make the results of 
their collecting available to the learned world, either by welcoming 
scholars and students to their houses or by ensuring the publication of 
catalogues of the contents of their cabinets.

U. S. Post Office Department because most of the stamps purchased through 
the agency are retained in mint condition, 

THEREFORE, be it Resolved, that the LEHIGH VALLEY COIN CLUB 
urge the establishment of a NUMISMATIC AGENCY in the U. S. Treasury 
Department for the dispensing of new coins as issued and that

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THE NUMISMATIC LAWYER

(A paper presented to the 1947 A. N. A. Convention.) 

“Here lies a lawyer and an lionest man/' read a tombstone inscription. 
“What? Are there two men buried in the same g'rave?" inquired an 
incredulous reader. Be this as it may, and with due apologies to both 
sects, the writer makes bold to assert that it is entirely possible for the 
same man to be both a lawyer and a numismatist. Moreover, if he does 
indulge in both of these questionable and much maligned activities, he 
will find a wealth of numismatic reference to law and judicial procedure, 
ancient and modern. 

Law has doubtless existed in some form since the most remote times, 
long before the advent of coinage, or, for that matter, written history. 
One of the earliest known systems of law was recorded by Hammurabi, 
King of Bab 3 don, about B. C. 2200, on a black diorite pillar which was 
discovered in 1902. The date of this compilation was, of course, man}" 
years before Babylonian coins came into being, or indeed, any other 
coins. Many of these laws were not much different, fundamentally, 
from those now in use. The recorded beginnings of Roman law are 
much later, for it was not until B. C. 450 that the so-called “Twelve 
Tables" of the law, came into being, and were set up so that “He who 
runs may read." It is an interesting fact that during this period the 
Roman Republic was probably emerging from the numismatic age of 
“Aes Rude" which involved the use of irregular chunks of bronze as 
money, and was about to adopt the heavy, cast bronze coinage known 
as “Aes Grave." 

Tt is well known that much of our present day law has come down to 
us from the Roman Empire, generall}^ by way of England, and occas- 
ionally through French or Spanish law. Some 900 v-ears ago parchment 
folios of Justinian's great law compilations were transplanted to Eng- 
land for use in the instruction of Norman-English law students. The 
Emperor Justinian had ruled the Eastern Roman or Byzantine Empire, 
and in the year A. D. 534, promulgated these famous Codes, which in 
turn, were largely based upon a previous codification of the law by the 
Emperor Theodosius in A. D. 435. Fortunately we possess coin portraits 
of both of these emperors. The portraits of Justinian on the B.vzantine 
coins are, however, most atrocious. The numismatic portraits of 
Theodosius are somewhat better although not too good, for the best days 
of Roman art were long past. The so-called Dark Ages were even then 
casting a dismal cloud over Europe in that great black-out of learning 
which would continue for almost a thousand years until the Renaissance. 

Law was one of the mightest concepts of the Roman government, 
both in the Republican and the Imperial periods; consequently it is 
not at all strange to find many coin references to law and court pro- 
cedure. For example, we find that many Roman coins portra}" Equity 
or “Aequitas, " — a female figure holding the scales of justice. Then, as 
now. Equity, with its humane aspects, was distinguished from the rather 
more severe precepts of the Law. Equity is represented by Cicero as 
being older than the world itself, and as the “power of natural justice." 
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But ^^Justitia^' is likewise accorded luiinisinatic representation, and 
Livia, the wife of the Emperor An^nstus, is herself portrayed as the 
personification of Justice. Later coins of Hadrian and other emperors 
also allude to this semi-divine personajje. 

Tn this connection it may b(* well to note that the reijifnin" emperor 
0(*cupied a judicial and rcli^’ious position of jjrreat importance as well 
as bein^ chief executive of the affairs of .state. Or perhaps, more cor- 
lectl^v, it should be said that affairs of state comprehended judicial and 
lelifiious duties. The reverse designs of many Roman coins present 
personifications of those virtues which are su"p:estive of the attributes 
of a perfect judge. Thus we find Piety, Clemency, Valour, Hope, Liber- 
ality and many other virtues niimismatically portrayed. These semi 
divdne figures are usually shown bearing some a])propriate symbol of the 
paiti(*ular virtue represented. Not infrequently tliese representations 
are in^ the nature of compliitientary references to tlie piety, clemency, 
etc. of the emperor whose portrait appears on the obverse side of the 
com. Tt must be admitted, however, that in tlie case of some of these 
monaichs, sucli as Nero, Caligula, Domitian and others, the above mem- 
tioned virtues seem to have been conspicuously absent in their private 
lives. 

h rom a lawyer^s standpoint, the Judaean coins of Pontius Pilate are 
not without interest, for before this Roman Procurator occurred the 
most famous of all trials, — tliat of Jesus Christ. AVhile this magistrate 
found no fault in Him, nevertheless a judgment was rendered"" which 
sanctioned the supreme penalty of crncifiction. A scholarly disserta- 
tion on ^‘The Trial of Christ from a Lawyer’s Standpoint,” by 
Chandler, makes interesting reading. 

The Roman emperors in person, heard various appeals, sitting in 
their palace basilicas, or sometimes holding court outdoors in the Forum. 
Thus Nero, whose coins are fairly common, is said to have heard the ap- 
peal of St. Paul. The Neronian coins are, by the way, of great artistic 
excellency; their obverses furnishing reliable portraits of this infamous 
emperor both as a youth and in later life. 

At least two of the ancient court i-ooins in Rome are niimismatically 
preserved for us, namely the Basili(*a Aeniilia of Caesar’s time, shown 
on a denarius of the late Republic; and the Forum of Trajan which is 
pictured on certain gold coins and other pieces struck by that emperor. 
The rums of both of these structures are still discernible at Rome. When 
last there in 1938 the writer was able to bring away a small piece of 
the mosaic floor of the Basilica Julia which was started by Julius Caesar 
and finished by his successor Augustus. These Roman court houses 
were commodious enough so that several trials could take place at the 
same time without interference. 

The portiait coins of Julius Caesar, struck shortly before his murder 
on March 15, B. C. 44 are also of particular interest to lawyers. Not 
only was Caesar a great lawyer, and a judge noted for his clemency, but 
ns proposed reform of Roman law was undoubtedly one of his greatest 
projects, cut short by his untimely death. Caesar’s portrait coins, 
officially struck only about a month before his death, are rather scarce ; 
unfortunately their artistic excellence is not great. 
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There are also coins struck by several of the conspirators who brought 
about Caesar’s murder, both Brutus and Cassius being thus represented. 
On the very day of Caesar’s murder, Brutus, having been appointed a 
magistrate by Caesar, is said to have been holding court. Marc Anthony, 
Caesar’s friend, and later Dictator of the East, often sat as a judge. 
Cicero, the greatest advocate of his day, argued several important legal 
matters before Julius Caesar, but unfortunately Cicero was nevei in a 
position to strike coins, as were Antony, Brutus and Cassius. 

According to Plutarch, Anthony was holding court at Tarsus when 
Queen Cleopatra made her famous visit to him there. Anthony corn- 
manded her to appear before him at his judgment seat, and when his 
judicial summons w^as ignored, the great imperator was forced to arise 
from his curile chair and proceed to Cleopatra’s barge, w'here, it may 
be said, he turned from court to courting! It is, indeed, truly lament- 
able, that this famous scene could not have been recorded numisniatical- 
ly. The nearest approach thereto is the fine and scarce denarius which 
pictures the head of Antony on the one side, and that of Cleopatra, 
denominated as ‘‘Queen of Kings,” on the other. 

In Roman criminal trials three verdicts w^ere possible, “A for 
Absolvo, or innocent; “C” for Condemno or guilty; and an indecisive 
finding of Non Liquet wdiich necessitated a new trial. It is therefore 
intriguing to discover a Republic denarius picturing a voting receptacle 
and a tablet labeled “C.” Another denarius of the Lollia gens, struck 
about B. C. 47, portrays the speaker’s platform or Rostra in the Roman 
Forum, from which many famous lawyers and politicians harangued the 
multitudes. The famous old Forum Romanum was the very center and 
focus of Roman life, and the Rostra w^as, so to speak, the pivot of this 
center. 

Among the ancient Greek coins there is less of direct interest in so 
far as the law is concerned. It is interesting, how^ever, to learn that the 
silver triobol of Athens was directly connected with judicial procedure. 
Athens had much litigation and in these trials the common citizen played 
an important part, thus gaining something of a legal education. Juries 
of as many as 500 persons were not uncommon. Up to the time of 
Pericles, the juror was paid a fee of one obol, but about the year B. C. 
425 this compensation w^as trebled, and for the sake of convenience the 
three obol piece or triobol w^is made use of. This jury fee of perhaps 
ten cents per day, more or less, seems almost microscopical when 
measured by our present inflationary standards of living, but it must 
be remembered that any modern attempted evaluation of ancient money 
is an exceedingly tricky matter. It may well be that the three obol fee 
was not too much out of line with our own nominal jury fee of two or 
three dollars per day. Moreover, jury service was then as it is now% a 
civic duty and not to be regarded as a commercial enterprise. 

The present discourse could doubtless be continued ad infinitunij 
or at least until that grim river pilot Charon demands his fare of one 
Greek obol for the final passage of the River Styx. But perhaps under 
some recent, departmental ruling, such a modest fee will not entitle a 
numismatic lawyer to be carried across. Be that as it may, no lea 
numismatist will be balked by such an impasse,— he might even make a 
collector out of the Old Man.

.As there were many printings of each series one may say that their num- 
bers were legion and that a collection of all series and all printings 
would cover the pages of a very thick album. Specialists in Roosevelt 
stamps, medals and other Roosevelt items would consider the 20 peso 
Roosevelt bill a worthwhile acquisition and the growing group of ad- 
mirers of General McArthur would also have a particular liking for 
the McArthur five peso notes. In Manila collectors of Quezon souvenirs 
are on the hunt for different Quezon bills.

QiliWa number of these were taken to the United States by the Army 
personnel and it should not be very difficult to find there at least a set 
of these very interesting war souvenirs. Lnless purchased from a need}’’ 
GI, one should not expect to acquire for a couple of dollars a 20 peso 
note that will be redeemed for from 50 to 70 percent of its face value. 
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As practically all of these have been already registered in the Philip- 
pine Treasury, they cannot now be obtained in Manila in large or small 
quantities and the condition in which they are usually found is far from 
being crisp. Most of these show signs of wear and tear and of intricate 
repairs made, not to preserve them for posterity, but for future re- 
demption. 

The designs were made from woodcuts and the legends afterwards 
typographed in black ink. On the right appear the somewhat crude 
portraits of McArthur, Quezon, or Roosevelt and on the left, the seal 
of the Philippine National Bank of Iloilo.

THE FINANCING OF GUERRILLA WARFARE IN 
THE PHILIPPINES

The book is the story of Major Iliff David Richardson of the U. S. Navy 
who got caught in the Philippines and his resultant work with the Guerrilla 
movement on the island of Leyte. These excerpts are taken directly from 
the book and altho in a somewhat irregular fashion they show incidents 
relating to the financing of the Guerrilla campaigns and their issuance of 
paper money. The book is recommended as interesting reading to the col- 
lectors of military currency. 
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Raising Cash at First — (page 128) 

“There was no looting civilians for those boys, no sir. They had an 
orchestra to raise money. It had formerly played in a big night club in 
Cebu, They had inducted the whole works, men and instruments, into the 
guerrilla army. Then the guerrilla army had the best band west of Ford 
Island, Pearl Harbor. There was a dance every night, admission 50 centavos. 
The natives would come for miles because this was a real hot band. It seems 
a runny way to run an army’s procurement system, but it is no funnier 
than the shows they give in the United States to sell War bonds.** 


The Endeavor to Get Authority to Issue Paper Money — (page 135) 

“We talked for about half a day straight of the problems involved in 
putting a guerrilla organization on a sound working basis in Leyte. There 
must first be unification, he said. With unification would come recognition. 
With recognition would come permission to establish a civil government 
in the name of Quezon. When you have a civil government, even if it*s 
only governing twelve nipa huts and a tin outhouse, you can get permis- 
sion to print money backed by Quezon’s funds in Australia, and issue it.** 


The Means Taken to Issue Money — (page 142) 

“I’ve just got permission for us to have a civil government that will print 
n^ney and put us on a regular basis, with a monthly allowance for men and 
Officers to be credited against their accounts on the Army paybooks.** 

Another Method of Revenue — (page 148) 

“The regular municipal functionaries were in most cases left untouched. 
Uhe functions of the government were very limited. There was a loyalty 
tax to be collected from the people. The rate was originally 10 centavos a 
month for each male from eighteen to sixty, but I ordered the governor to 
increase that to 25 centavos a month.’* 


The Shortage of Paper — (page 151) 

“The colonel hardly had paper to write his dispatches to subordinates. 
How was the government going to print money for us, I demanded of 
Kangleon, if we couldn’t give it the paper, the ink, and the dies? 

‘How are they going to feel love for liberation if we have no propaganda 
department, if we have no radio to get news, if we have no paper to write 
news on, no ink, no cars, no tires to distribute news?’.’’ 


How the Money was Made — (page 152) 

“The mint ran out of paper to make money before the proclamation was 
issued. My idea was to have the army print its own money, but Quezon 
refused. He said that must remain the province of the civil government. 
I imagine he figured it would be too easy for any army to balance its books. 
The proclamation put the mint back in business. 

T ^^^j^weler, who did engraving on the side, made wood blocks for us. 
I had some of Fertig’s Mindanao money as a model, but Kangleon insisted 
on addii^ pictures to it — a carabao, a nipa hut, local scenery. It looked 
nearly official by the time we finished. 

We started off on 20-C9ntavo bills — paper dimes. The mint worked on 
an assembly-line basis in an old schoolhouse. One man would cut the paper 
to size, another would place it in a frame, stamp the wood block into a pad 
Of ink, then press it into the reverse side. It took a long time. 

I am no good at cost accounting, but after a week I began to get worried 
There were nine men there and in a week they had not printed up 
enough money to pay themselves their own salaries. I made a rough stab at 
working out the expenses and found out it was costing us 40 centavos to 
print one 20-centavo bill. After that, we had new blocks made and stuck 
to 20-peso bills, where each bill represented a profit of 19 pesos and 60- 
centavos $9.80. We had been authorized to issue 2,500,000 pesos. 
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M e did not worry about counterfeiters. We bad all the paper there was. 
We used all kinds. We’d have used toilet paper if we could have got it. 
Some of our money was printed on wrapping paper, some on Grade 3 note- 
book paper, lined and all. We ran out of dye pretty fast. That was the 
fault of the women. The women there made their own clothing out of 
abaca fiber — a rope-colored Manila hemp. They couldn’t stand looking all 
alike, so we were out of dyes. In the end we made our own ink by taking 
a crude oil lamp, putting a hood over it, and trapping the soot. We mixed 
the soot with glycerin and printed news sheets as well as money with it.*^

“I gave her everything I had except 10 pesos. I gave her all my cigarettes 
because they were valuable for barter — 10 to 20 pesos a pack. But I found 
later she had slipped a whole carton back into my pack.

Abaca fiber won’t fit in a sewing machine and the people there unravel old 
shirts and rags to get thread.

SUGGESTED CHANGES IN THE DESIGNS OF 
U. S. MONEY AND STAMPS 
By Arlie R. Slahaugh, Oakland, Maryland 

To me, it seems that the designs used on United States coins, paper 
money and postal issues are without a definite overall plan. The U. S. 
postage stamps, Presidential Series of 1938 are the only uniform series 
issued by the Government. Each stamp is related to all the others in the 
series. None could be removed (with the exception of the ^c Franklin, 
IVoc Martlia Washington and 4i/^c White House) without ruining the 
effect of the entire set. 

Now wliy can't our Treasury Department and Post Office Department 
get together and fit all our numismatic and philatelic emissions together 
like that? Do you realize that George Washington appears on eight 
different numismatic and philatelic issues while Franklin and Jefferson 
appear on four each, Lincoln on three, Jackson, Grant, McKinley, 
Cleveland, Madison and Martha Washington on two each, but Hamilton, 
Chase, Liberty, Peace, the White House and all the remaining presi- 
dents except Iloover and Truman (who are still living) appear on only 
one issue. Of course I know that one issue is enough for many of our 
public figures, but don't you think that Washington appears on a few 
too many? True, he is ‘'Father of Our Country" but I think everybody 
knows that by now, and the space he uses on some of our Government 
Issues could be given to other important Americans who are not pictured 
at all. 

To be exact, I advocate the following changes: — 

COINS — The one cent Lincoln is a classic in coin design but I feel that 
its appearance for the past 38 years is about long enough. I therefore 
suggest that in 1956 the design of our cent be changed to that of Frank- 
lin. This will be the 250th anniversary of Franklin's birth and would be 
an appropriate time to make the change, this may seem to be a little early 
to make this suggestion but it often takes several* years to get the Govern- 
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ment to make such ehanpres. A Franklin dime was planned before the 
war but it never materialized. However, T believe it is .just as well since 
I feel a Franklin cent would be much more appropriate. Wasn’t it he 
who said, “A penny saved is a penny earned,” or words to that effect? 

Since most people probably will balk at havin<r Lincoln removed from 
our coins for longr, a prood time for his return could be in 1965, the 
100th anniversary of his death. The coin could be the five cent nickel 
which would have carried Jefferson’s portrait for 27 years and could 
thus be chanjred. A Lincoln five cent piece was designed back in 1866 
but only reached the pattern stage. 

None of the other coins can be changed in design at the present time 
except the half dollar and dollar. I would suggest that a new de.sign 
be placed on our half dollars in the form of a Liberty head (and one of 
those real honest-to-goodness Liberty heads, too,- None of those Liberty 
standing, running or walking, or flapper girls.) One that has good 
resistance to wear. Something on the order of the 1892-1916 "half 
dollars. T feel that the bu.st of Liberty should always appear on at 
least one of our coins. 

ff the sil\ er dollar is ever coined again, 1 suggest a de.sign represent- 
ing “Progress.” While educators Mill argue pro and eon as to whether 
we are making any progress. I feel that America is right up at the top 
so far a.s the rest of the world i.s concerned, and a coin .symbolizing 
progress would not be out of place. 

PAPER MONEY — You have probably noticed the news items about 
changing our paper money so different denominations would be in dif- 
ferent colors. A good idea! The only reason we don’t have this change 
in effect seems to be because the Government has said there is no demand 
for the change (but there seems to be ! Perhaps the Treasury Depart- 
ment has its hand on the pulse of foreign nations too much to know how 
Others say that making different denominations in 
different colors would be of no value because a large percentage of the 
people are color blind. True, a large portion of our populatioiriS color 
blind, but the opposition fails to consider the matter thoroughly. Mak- 
ing our paper money in green, blue, red, brown and yellow woiild be a 
great help in financial transactions to people who are NOT color blind 
(and there are lots of people in this class) and to those who ARE color 
blind, it would NOT make matters worse for them because to a person 
who is totally color blind, the green color of our present money has 
always appeared as a greyish color anyway. 

. Other colors would look practically the same to a color blind person 
so he would be no worse off whether our money was green or colored 
like the rainbow. But think what a boon this would be to people who 
are not color blind, which includes most of us. since most people who 
are color blind are only partially color blind. (That is, they are usually 
color blind to red. If the ease is worse, they are also color blind to 
other colors. In all, there are about 18 types of color blindness. The 
worse the case, the fewer the number of colors that appear normal.) 
Another argument in the favor of using different colored money is that 
,the obverse of our paper money appears in black anyway so I certainly 
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can’t see the argument of some people in this matter since this portion 
of a note (if we used black obverses and different colored reverses) 
would appear practically the same to anyone, whether color blind or not. 

Tn sujjrprest i n fr colors for the reverses of our paper money if we are 
able to have this valuable chanpre made, I would suprprest leaving the 
reverse of the $1 note in green, as it is. $5 in red. $10 in yellow. $20 
in blue, $ r )0 in brown, and $100 to $10,000 in multi-colored designs 
similar to some foreign banknotes. 

Even if these color changes are never made and our paper currency 
remains as it is now. there is one change I absolutely want made and 
that is the discontinuance of the $2 bill. 1 can not see that it serves any 
particular use except to be mixed with $1 bills and thus make you look 
twice at your money before spending it. Besides, it contains the portrait 
of Jefferson. I have nothing against Jefferson but it seems that he is in 
the most popular spots at the present time: The Ic Postal Card; the 
3c stamp; and the oe nickel, all commonly used every day. The removal 
of his portrait from our paper money wouldn’t help much but it would 
help a little in bringing about a better balance between the designs ap- 
pearing on our numismatic and postal issues. 

In fact, if the color changes I have mentioned come into effect on our 
paper money. I think it would be a good time to put out a whole new 
series of paper money such as we have now but with new designs. Our 
present desiirns are now in series B to E. How about the following 
designs? $1~ Franklin; $5 AVashington; $10 Hamilton; $20 Jackson; 
$;10 Clay; $100 Lincoln; i^.’iOO Chase; $1000 Cleveland; $5000 :MeKinley ; 
.$10.000! Theodore Roosevelt. You will note that the portraits appearing 
on the suiZ'gested issues are in the sef|uence they appeared in Anieiiean 
History. Sladison and Grant have been removed. Henry Clay and 
Theodore Roosevelt have been added. The former does not appear on 
anv United States numismatic or philatelic issue at present while Theo- 
dore Roosevelt appears only on the 30 cent stamp. He should be on 
some of our more commonly circulated issues of money but this is 
hardly possible since Franklin D. Roosevelt appears on the dime. Be- 
cause of this. Theodore Roosevelt has to be shelved on a high denomina- 
tion for the time being. His bust, facing forward, would look very 
Avell on paper money. 

STA]\IPS As mentioned before, I feel tlie arrangement of this series 

is excellent. 

STA:\IPE1) envelopes — X ot much originality is used in our 
stamped envelopes: Franklin on the one and four cent envelopes; Wash- 
injrton on the IV^c, 2c, 3c, and 5c envelopes. Since the Presidental 
Series of stamps will soon be outdated because it can add no more 
stamps picturing’ the busts of later presidents than Coolidge, who ap- 
pears on the $5 stamp, without upsetting the sequence, I suggest that 
the stamped envelopes be used for the busts of the later presidents. 
Thus, Hoover would appear on the Ic. Poosevelt on the 1 / 2 C, and 
Truman on the 2c stamped envelopes (after the deaths of Hoover and 
Truman.) In this manner the Presidental Series ^yould be kept up to 
date for 12 to 28 years yet by jDlacing future Presidents on the 3c, 4c 
and 5c stamped envelopes. 
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POSTAL CARDS — The use? of Georjre and Martha Washington on the 
Paid Reply Postal Card is very appropriate. And, as we usually think 
of Washington AND Lincoln, what could be better than changing the 
bust of Jetferson on the Ic Postal Card to that of Lincoln (similar to 
the card of 1917-18, UX28.) 


Do you favor the suggestions made in this article? If so, write your 
Congressmen so we will get some action. It's the only way we can get 
these changes made. 


COLLECTING FREAKS AND ODDITIES 

By H. C. GLICKERT, LM No. 69, Seattle, Washington 

I was in my bank one day talking to my banker friend when a fellow 
came up, threw a quarter dollar on the counter and said, “Give me a good 
quarter for this!” It was an uncirculated quarter on a dime planchet. He 
had just found it in a roll of quarters and did not think it was worth a 
quarter — too small. 

So the banker asked me if I wanted it, and that was the beginning. Every 
time I put my freak coins on display I always have to answer a thousand 
questions, such as, “Where on earth do you get them?” and “Do you have 
a brother working in the Mint?” Well, regardless of how and where I get 
them, it i^ not so easy to get real nice freak coins. 

I now have a nice collection of freaks, such as two Washington quarters, 
one on a dime planchet and one on a copper cent, both about the same size, 
but smaller than a quarter. Two silver cents both 1943 P and S Mints. 
These tw^o cents were struck on dime planchets, one is the size of a regular 
Lincoln cent and the other the size of a dime. Then the two nickels I have 
in my collection, one struck on a 1944 Lincoln cent planchet and the other 
struck on a steel cent planchet of 1943. These coins I call off-metal coins, 
as all are struck on metal not intended for them. 

The nicest display of coins I have are the double struck coins. I only have 
three of them but they are my pride coins, a Lincoln cent with two heads, 
one full head and one head below to left where the liberty should be, then 
my two half dollars, both different dates, both have two perfect heads. 
These coins might be classed as unique. The blank planchets are quite 
common and are easily gotten except the quarter and half dollar, (I still 
need the quarter), as I have them all, that is, dollar to cent. 

Incused coins and blank obverse or reverse coins are quite scarce; the 
earlier large cents are quite common but the late dates are hard to find. I 
have a large cent that has ONE CENT on both sides, the reverse side is 
incused; a steel cent that has ONE CENT on both sides, it is uncirculated, 
"ihe coins I have that are blank on one side are mysteries to me, I have a 
dime, perfectly struck with blank reverse but reeded edge, found in roll of 
uncirculated dimes; 1929-S, cent with blank reverse, found in circulation, 
shield nickel with blank obverse, steel cent with blank obverse. I have a 
two-cent piece the size of a half dollar and it is perfectly struck, it has quite 
a wide fiange and dated 1864, and is perfectly centered. 

Off-center coins are quite common and are easy to get; the ones that are 
at least half off center are not so easy to find. I have a Liberty head 
nickel half off center, Jefferson nickel half off center, several Lincoln cents 
from half to nine-tenths off center, two dimes. Liberty head one-third off, 
and Mercury dime three-fifths off, 1943-S, half dollar about one-fifth off 
center. I can not seem to find an Indian head or Buffalo nickel half or 
better off center. 

The oddest coins to come out of the Mint are the small size cents with 
small heads. I have a 193 9 Lincoln cent that is 2 mm smaller in size and 
the head 1 ^ mm smaller. There are several other dates also, such as 
19?2-D. 
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The blank planchets are the most common types, that is dimes, cents and 
nickels, (I found two blanks in $20 sack of 19 4 6-S, Lincoln 
found three dime planchets and two nickel planchets since I started my 
freak collection. 

There are quite a number of freaks to look for and too many to mention 
but I will mention a few. I have a Lincoln cent that has a natural oblong 
hole through center, another that has the outline of Lincoln on reverse 
looks like a die crack but outlines Lincoln’s head. The mystery cent I have 
are the “T” cents I call them. They have a “T” upside down m front of 
Lincoln’s chin. It is the “T” from CENTS on reverse. The mystery is, that 
the T will disappear or appear as you move the com m your hand. I note 
that the T will soon wear oft after being in circulation, as I have not found 
one with the T on it after they are in circulation. 

Maybe I should have said that clipped planchets are the most common 
freak coins to be found. I have found perhaps 100 of them and they are a 
S a dozen. I have the last three issues of dimes that are clipped and 
found them all, Barber, Mercury and Roosevelt dimes. 

Now 1 will try and answer some of those questions; where in 
do you get them. etc. First, I read every advertisement I see in the coin 
magazines, sometimes a dealer has a freak coin to sell J* V*® 
middle of his ad, that’s how I got my copper quarter I saw it ®dv®jtl8ed 
in Thp Numismatist Then I got a few from my banker friend, l got tne 
lesl coins J^rough a pen pal I write to. He gave me the address of a fellow 
that had quite a few freaks and was thinking of selling theni as he is more 
interested in (of all things) die cracks. So I wrote him and got all of his 
frLks A bus driver found one of the silver cents and the 
by a banker. The one found by the banker has quite a story behind it, so I 
think I will tell it. This banker took this silver cent to a com dealer 
here and wanted to sell it. Well, the dealer offered him 1 5 for it. The 
banker would not sell at that price and went on about his business. A few 
davriater I w4 talk ng to the dealer and he told me about the silver cent 
and wCe I co" d find^the banker. I went to see tbe fel ow and he let ine 

thp coin he also tested it for me. I offered him $7.50 for it ana ne 
said he would take $10, so I bought it. That was before I started saving 
freaks I thought I could make a few dollars on the com and I knew a 
collector that had a Lincoln cent struck on a $2.50 gold piece planchet. So 
Twrote him and said I had a nice mate for his gold Lincoln cent Well 
anvwav I sent him the silver cent and he offered me $75 for it and I sold it 
t^hTm"^’ That w ™in 1943 and this year after getting the P Mint Mlver ce t 
I wished I had my S Mint cent back so I bought it back from 
and now he wants to sell me the gold cent, but the price stopped me cold. 

My steel nickel I bought as a small nickel, and after having it 
my wife said, “it looks like one of those so-called zinc cents, so I had it 
weiglied and tested and sure enough it is struck on the steel cent planchet. 
The^date of said nickel is 1944 only the bottom of the date shows as the 
nickel is the size of a cent. A collector here has a silver cent struck in 
1945 and also has a silver cent that is nine-tenths off center. 

Collecting freak coins is very interesting but rather a slow d«al as tfi® 
good freaks come few and seldom, and some are very expensive. °“® 
not too choosey then they are plentiful, but I am choosey 
I call real freaks and unusual. Double edge coins, large flanges, no mini g, 
et cetera, are plentiful. 

If you are thinking of collecting freaks, take my J ^way 

Mints asking them to send you any freak coins. Get them the hard w y 
and you will think more of them.

CARL WURTZBACH, A. N. A. LIFE MEMBER 26 


On August 30, Carl Wiirtzbach died at his home in Lee, Massachusetts 
after a brief acute illness. He was 8 3 years old. Noted for his vast knowl- 
edge of the early cents, and of American colonial coins, he had been for 
sixty years one of the active figures in American numismatics. Many a col- 
lector of the generation now drifting across the Western horizon got his 
numismatic start, together with much of his first knowledge of coins from 
Mr. Wiirtzbach. ’ 


The Wurtzbach family migrated to this country in 1867, from Harzerode 
Germany, \oung Carl was then three, having been born on May 3rd, 18 64. 
His father had preceded the family by a year to help set up the first wood 
pulp mill in America, at Curtisville, Mass. 


Throughout his long, busy and singularly pleasant life Carl Wurtzbach had 
the deepest interest in all things pertaining to the history of his adopted 
country. He was a collector and an avid reader of historical books, as well 
as of early American coins. Although never politically active he took a 
most active part in the civic life of the town of Lee; and as a successful 
business man was a well known figure throughout Western Massachusetts 
for half a century He was associated with the Western Massachusetts 
Electric Company for more than fifty years, was President of the Lee 
National Bank and also of the Lee Library Association. He filled many 
Masonic offices; was District Deputy for Berkshire County. 


He was Life Member No. 26 of the American 
and was President of the Association in 1917 and 
the Board of Governors in 1916. 


Numismatic Association, 
1918; also Chairman of 


He attended his first coin sale in 1885. On that occasion he met Henry 
C. Hines. The two were long friends, and also were rival collectors During 
the sixty years following their first meeting, a public coin sale not attended 
by one or both of them was a great rarity; and the presence of either was a 
guarantee that any really rare variety of the early cents was soon to find an 
appreciative new owner. 


Mr. Wurtzbach, Mr. Hines, Mr. Howard R. Newcomb and Mr George H 
Clapp have been called the Big Four of the Big Cents. Add three or four 
more names, and you have a distinguished inner circle of the American 
numismatists of the present century. 


In 1937 Mr. Wurtzbach published a brochure on the Massachusetts colon- 
ial silver coinage. This has become one of the standard references on the 
subject. The brochure w’as illustrated from his own collection, which was 
later pui chased by T. James Clarke and is one of the finest of its kind. 

Those who know the colonials and the early cents will miss Mr. Wiirtz- 
bach as a beloved friend. He was a shrew'd, straight, and courageous trader 
A stopover at Lee was always a numismatic adventure. One young man who 
used to stop there “to learn about the early cents from Mr W “ became in 
time a foremost authority in that field — J. G. Macallister.

HERMON ATKINS MACNEIL, SCULPTOR 

Hermon Atkins MacNeil, eighty-one, American sculptor wdio designed the 
25-cent piece bearing the standard figure of Liberty and whose works in- 
clude the statue of General George Washington at the base of the Washing- 
ton Arch in Washington Square, died Thursday at his home at 121-01 Fifth 
Avenue, College Point, Queens. -tulu 

'^hose career as a sculptor extended from the 18 90s to the 
early 1930s, specialized in American Indian and pioneer subjects for mem- 
oriais and public buildings in cities throughout the United States. He also 
executed busts of famous Americans and did design work for buildings at 
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thp Chicago World’s Fair in 1893, the Paris Exposition in 1900, the Pan- 
American Exposition in Buffalo in 1901 and the Panama-Pacific Exposit on 
in San Francisco in 1915. ^ 

Mr MacNeil won a competition in which fifty artists participated for the 
desln of thrqrrter, whi?h was accepted by the United States government 
in 1916 Although the coin is no longer minted, being replaced by the 
Washington quarter in 1932, it is still in wide circulation. On the coin’s 
obverse side the figure of Liberty descends a flight of steps in ^ 

welcome, holding a laurel branch of peace in one hand and ^ 
other Mr. MacNeil’s signature, a Roman “M,” is visible just to the rig 
of the date on the obverse side. The reverse side shows an eagle in fiight. 

Born in Chelsea, Mass., the sculpton was the son of John Clinton MacNeiU 
a farmer and house-builder, and Mary Lash MacNeil. He studied at the 
Massachusetts Normal Art School in Boston and then Pans, where 

he was a pupil of the French sculptor Chapu at the Julian Academy and of 
Faguierre, at the Ecole des Beaux-Arts. He continued his studies m 
after receiving the four-year Roman Rinehart Scholarship in 189 6. There 
he became a favorite pupil of American sculptor John Quincy Adams Ward. 

Mr MacNeil opened a studio in College Point in 1900 which became his 
home and workshop for forty-seven years. There he conceived the statues 
“Sun Vow’’ and “Primitive Chant,’’ owned by the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art* the McKinley Memorial at Columbus, Ohio; “Coming of White Men 
at Portland, Ore.; “Pony Express,’’ St. Joseph, Mo.; the statue of General 
George Rogers Clark, Vincennes, Ind.; the war memorial in Flushing Park, 
Flushing, Queens; the Marquette Memorial in Chicago; “The Pilgrim 
Fathers’’ in Waterbiiry, Conn., General Washington’s statue and other works. 

He executed the busts of Rufus Choate, Roger Williams. Francis Parkman 
and James Monroe for the Hall of Fame at New York University and a bust 
of his teacher and early sponsor, Mr. W^ard, for the Hall of Artists at New 
York University. 

Mr. MacNeil’s works won medals at the Chicago, Buffalo, Paris and San 
Francisco expositions as well as at the exposition at Charleston, S. C., in 
1902 the St. Louis Exposition in 1904, and the Atlanta Exposition, Atlanta, 
Ga. in 1895. He was a president of the National Sculpture Society and a 
member of the National Academy of Design, the New York Architectural 
League, the New York Municipal Art Association, the American Federation 
of Arts', the National Academy of Arts and Letters, the American Academy 
in Rome and the Century Association. 

Mr MacNeil’s first wife, Mrs. Carol Brooks MacNeil, died in 1944. In 
1946 he married Mrs. Cecilia W. Muench, who survives. Also surviving are 
two sons, Claude L. and Alden B. MacNeil, and a half-sister. Miss Helen

Thm would 
seem to be clear from the very number of events to be commemorate^ 
and past experience indicates how difficult it is to draw the line and ^ow 
such a practice once it is recognized, tends constantly to grow. If this 
bill is to become law, it is not apparent on what grounds similar 
measures, no matter how numerous, may be rejected. Yet their enact- 
ment in such numbers must bring further confusion to our monetary 
system.” 

T have nointed out before that the multiplicity of designs on United States 
coins resulting from the coinage of commemorative coins tends to cre^e 
rnfusirn^^to fnmease the possibility of counterfeiting to eucoura^ 

r*nmmpmorfltive coins for private profit, and, in general, to aetraci irom 
the fundamental purpose for which money is issued, namely, to provi e a 
medium of exchange.

Proffered advice is seldom welcome. As some one saply said, “The 
best advice is— Don’t Give It.” Yet I am going to risk a plunge into 
waL so deep that even Heaven’s angelic messengers fear to wade and 
proffer some unasked-for advice, tempered somewhat with suggestions 
and random remarks, about coin clubs. 

Coin Clubs are the school houses of numismatics. The little Red 
School houses made the United States the No. l.^^^ion of the Wd, and 
so will the coin clubs make numismatics America s No 1 hobb> . Solo 
collecting like self-education, limits ones studies, and tends towards a 
onttrack mind, while coin clubs give their students the benefit of mass 
reseLched knowledge; and the exchange of information among club 
members makes a broader and better balanced education 5 U ' 

bing of elbows makes for better comradeship and general well being. 

As ivas antlv put, “If you have a closed system of thought there is no 
chmiee of development; your subject is never fertilized by contact with 
the real w'orld.” What local churches are to the religious movement, 
what local school houses are to educational systems, so are ° 

the furtherance of numismatics. Individual com collectors should not 
organze themselves into an Ego, Incorporated, but should become stock 
holders in a coin club; coin clubs should not constitute themselves as 
Close Corporations, but should join hands with the more than a hundred 
clubs that form the un-incorporated Coin Circuit of America, Unlimited. 
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Rational and interstate nnmisniatie associations should have as their 
watch-word Lend all the assistance possible to the ororanizing of local 
com clubs, for as the local clubs prosper, so prosper the over-all 
organizations. One fault has been the idea that onlv lar"e eities can 
support a club, because, it is believed, that only large cities have enough 
collectors to support one. This is a mistaken idea. While a small town 
^ *^mall club, It must be remembered it is not the size of the 
club that counts, but how good it is for its size; not the number of 
members it has, but the caliber of the members. A small o-o-o-etter is 
better than a large sit-stiller. As examples of what coin chibs are to 

are most responsible for 
putting Com ’Week over; it is the clubs that furnish a large supplv of 
papers to the chairman on papers; it is the eliihs that supplv a ikrge 
attendance at tlie annual convention. It is a moot question as" to which 
IS most indebted to the other, the clubs or the associations. The clubs 
have one big advantage, they have personal contact with collectors while 
associations have to depend largely on the written or printed word. 

A coin club should not be run as a Lodge with closed doors and ad- 
mittance only to those with the magic pass-word. It should be a numis- 
matic clearing house for the community it serves ; its meetings should 
be open forums for the discussion of coin topics. It should be a com- 
“ Institution. Its purpose should be to coin-mind the community 
and thus build up a fertile recruiting field for new members. ^ 

In heu of the customary cold-typed postal card announcement of the 
next meeting the club should send to each member a mimeographed 
monthly bulletin giving a full account of the doings at last meeting and

bulletin should contain brief com items and comments of a numismatic 
nature, and recent newspaper coin items. This Bulletin will intere.st the 
regular attendants and be of great benefit to the iion-regulars In a

eagerly as they do for their favorite magazine. The clubs that have 
aaopted this system are enthusiastic about its ^ood results.

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HOW MONEY REACHES CIRCULATION

America’s three mints and the Bureau of Engraving and Printing are 
busiiy turning out millions of dollars in coins and paper money mont^ 
after month, as needed by large and small businesses over the country. The 
process through which this currency reaches local banks and is drawn 
Mr and Mrs Public is as simple as money itself. And just as interesting. 
The riory however, also ,1s the story in part of the Federal Reserve System, 
From the mints and bureau of engraving and printing the money is 
shipped to the Federal Reserve banks and branches to await reshipment as 
needed to member banks in various communities throughout the United 
SUtes. Thus is our monetary system given that elasticity required for 
varied needs, with money available in any quantity on short notice, as re- 
quired by business. . 

The method of delivering different kinds of money varies slightly, but 
all deliveries are made under the watchful f 

officials and the U. S. Treasury in strict accord with federal statutes. 

Silver certificates, issued in denominations of $1, $5, and $10, and U. ^ 
notSs!®Ssued in denominations of $2 and $5, are, as 

the bureau of engraving and printing to the treasurer of the United States. 
He supplies them to the Federal Reserve banks and ’^‘‘^nches from his re- 
serve stock, upon requests from them. ^ Reserve 

in full face value to the banks receiving them. When a Federal Reserve 
bank receives these notes, the U. S. treasurer is given credit upon the books 
of the Federal Reserve bank. 

Distribution of coins is similar, except that they are shipped direct from 
the mints to the Federal Reserve banks and branches upon direction of the 
treasurer of the United States. ^ 

(U. S. notes and coins also may be placed directly in circulation to some 
Hpffrpp bv the treasury as governmental disbursements are made.) 

D?stribution of Federal Reserve notes differs from that of silver certifi- 
cates and U S. notes. They are delivered by the bureau of engraving and 
printing direct to the Federal Reserve banks upon authority of the comptrol- 
ler of fhe currency at the request of the board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System. 

The Federal Reserve notes are not delivered until the Federal Reserve 
banks have deposited collateral covering the full face amount with the 
Federal Reserve agents. This collateral may be notes, drafts bills of ex-

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THE CENTS OF 1861 and 1862

Coins are often considered the sign-posts of history, and as such, they 
become increasingly instructive when factors surrounding their issue be- 
come known. 

In 1861, in the course of the Civil War. we know that inflation such as 
we know it today was a vital factor in the lives of the Union citizens of 
the period. 

In a collection recently purchased a document came to light which sheds 
considerable light upon our cents of 1861. This document is as follows: 


Banking House of Drexel 
Dear Sir: 


& Co. 

Philadelphia, July . . . 1862 


In consequence of the high rate of premium for Silver, the applica- 
tions for Pennies have been so many at the Mint, that the supply is 
exhausted: and they advise us that they cannot give more than Fifty 
Dollars to any one party, and that only when the turn of the party 
comes, which will not be foi some time. 

They also request us to advise our Correspondents to give orders 
for Pennies, at present, to the Express Companies direct, so that con- 
fusion may be avoided, and all interests be placed, as far as possible, 
in one charge.

DREXEL & CO. 


From the foregoing it will at once be seen why 1861 cents are scarce 
today. It must be remembered that in the summer of 18 62 the mint very 
likely was still issuing 1861 coins and that the backlog of orders subsequent- 
ly received accounts for the tremendous coinage of 18 62 during the ensuing 
year. 

Collectors might note with interest the fact that as late as 18 62 the word 
‘ pennies*’ was used in preference to “cents” and that the shipping of quan- 
tities of the coins was handled by Express Companies, in preference to the 
postoffice. 

Despite the fact that the Indian head cent of the Civil War era was coined 
in the new copper nickel alloy, few if any tokens of the period were struck 
in a similar composition metal. 

When the new coins were issued in bronze in 1864, a very large coinage 
was prepared, and these pieces remained the current type for approximately 
half a century. 

It is interesting to note that in this country the large coinage of one-cent 
pieces still continues to be annually absorbed, and despite ever increasing 
coinage figures, it is still impossible for the authorities to keep these pieces 
in ciiTulation. 

Where they go is a mystery today as much as it was in Civil War days 
when the “white” cents of the period were issued. 


WHEN CALIFORNIA’S GOLD BECAME UTAH'S VALLEY TAN

The early settlers of Utah coined an expressive phrase for their home 
manufactures — “valley tan.” So whether it was a pair of shoes, a set of 
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harness, a suit of homespun, or a wagon, if it was made in Utah, it was 
valley tan. As its popularity spread, the term “valley tan” was also used 
to distinguish local currency from the U. S. Government variety, which was 
extremely scarce in the Provisional State of Deseret and its successor the 
nascent Territory of Utah. 

The cause of this scarcity of money is not hard to find. The Mormon 
pioneers had lost much of their property in Illinois and had exhausted 
their savings in equipping themselves for their thousand-mile trek into an 
unknown wilderness, and hence upon arrival had little currency left to serve 
as a medium of exchange in their new home. Isolated from trade with the 
rest of the nation and with no government mint closer than New Orleans a 
clumsy system of barter was used. 


It was therefore a memorable event when a group of Mormon ■’^oluntqers 
having completed their famous march with Colonel P. St. George Cook in the 
Mexican War, were mustered out of the service in California, and on the way 
homeward found gold in Captain Sutter’s millrace in January 1848 With 
practical Mormon thrift, these men gathered all the gleaming yellow metal 
they could and carried it by pack-horse to Salt Lake City. 

This gold dust provided the medium of exchange so sorely needed in the 
Salt Lake Valley, but it also posed a new threat to the budding colony 
Many of the Utah settlers began to talk of joining the ever-increasing 
throng channeling through Salt Lake on its way to the California gold 
fields. 


Foreseeing the failure of his noble experiment if the threatened exodus 
were not nipped in the bud, Brigham Young stumped the territory, lashing 
vigorously against the gold rush and promising the settlers 
of Utah more material prosperity if they would remain at home ar.d develop 
the resources of their owm territory. In the end he was successful, and 
almost to a man his followers heeded his advice. 

Finding that the use of gold dust was awkward and that there was con- 
siderable loss in repeated w’eighings, issuance of a temporary paper cur- 
rency was authorized by the municipal council of Salt Lake, while plans 
were perfected for a system of coinage. 


To house the project, a small one-story adobe known as the Deseret Mint 
was constructed on South Temple Street, a short distance east of the spot 
where the Hotel Utah now stands. The first attempts at coinage were un- 
successful. The crucibles so painstakingly fashioned would not withstand 
the necessary degree of heat. Another trial, made in September, 1849 was 
more fortunate. 


Gold coins were struck off in denominations of $2.50, $5, $10 and $20 
The design on the face of these coins consisted of an eye surmounted by a 
cap and the motto: “Holiness to the Lord.” On the back app(!ared two 
clasped hands, the initials “G.S.L.C.P.G.” (Great Salt Lake City, Provisional 
Government), date issued, and value of the coin. It is interesting to note 
that the legend, “Holiness to the Lord,” antedated by 15 years the now- 
famihar motto, “In God We Trust” on U. S. coins. 


The only alloy used in these coins was a small amount of native silver. 
Consequently they were soft and wore rapidly. Nevertheless this “valley 
tan’ coinage was greeted with enthusiasm, and much of the paper currency 
was redeemed and consigned to a bonfire. 


In 1860 a new type of the $5 gold piece was issued. It bore on the front 
an eagle with outspread wings and a beehive on its breast. Surrounding 
this figure was the inscription, “Desert Assay Office Pure Gold 5 D ” On 
the back appeared the figure of a crouching lion (said to symbolize Brigham 
Young), and again the motto, “Holiness to the Lord” in the peculiar 
hieroglyphic-hke characters of the Deseret alphabet, just coming into vogue. 

The last issue of Deseret gold coinage was dated 1860, Governor Alfred 
Gumming forbidding minting in Utah after that date. By this time a 
government rnint had been established in San Francisco, U. S. currency had 
become plentiful in the territory, and local coinage was no longer needed 
The valley tan” coins were called in, remelted, and the gold sold as bullion 
to the U. S. Government.

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INTRODUCING NUMISMATIC LITERATURE 

D uring a period of over half a century, from 1880 to the opening of 
the Second World War, there was published in Germany a numismatic 
periodical entitled Nwnismatisches Literatur-Blatt. During the greater part 
of its existence, it was edited by Dr. Max von Bahrfeldt. The purpose of 
this journal was to afford a single means for keeping students of numismat- 
ics, librarians and scholars interested in the progress of numismatic litera- 
ture, well informed concerning the recent publications within the broad 
fields of coins and medals. During the period of this war, since the cessation 
of the German publication, there has existed nowhere such a single publi- 
cation that covers this broad field. 

The American Numismatic Society is now undertaking the publication 
of Numismatic Literature. This periodical will, in its own way, attempt to 
provide a journal in which is recorded the literature of numismatics ; it will 
afford a clearing house for numismatic publications gathered from all over 
the world. The journal will be published quarterly. It will be under the direct 
administration of the Editor of The American Numismatic Society and the 
sponsorship of our Publication Committee. 

This is our first issue. It is devoted to the listing, with slight comment 
only, of numismatic books, articles and catalogues that have appeared dur- 
ing the period from 1940 to 1945. In later issues the most important publi- 
cations during this period will be given brief reviews. After the gaps in the 
War Period literature have been at least briefly covered, we will devote 
each issue, primarily, to the books and articles that have appeared during 
the immediately preceding half-year. 

Without committing ourselves to an inflexible and unalterable program, 
we hope to cover the broad field of numismatics under the following cap- 
tions : 

{a) A chronicle of current books. This will consist of a brief statement- 
title, author, publisher and any other pertinent information that would be 
essential in characterizing the publication— of all the books, pamphlets 
and specific studies dealing with numismatic subjects. There will be in- 
cluded, also, articles bearing only indirectly on numismatics— provided 
our Editor believes them of sufficient permanent significance. 
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(b) There will be a list of numismatic periodicals which have appeared 
since the previous issue. 

(^) ^ review index. This will consist of a Ust of all reviews of books and 
pamphlets of numismatic interest which may have appeared in other peri- 
odicals. 

id) A catalogue index. This will provide a list— from all over the world, 
so far as possible of the auction and fixed price catalogues of coin dealers. 
Appended to many of the items will be notes caUing the reader’s attention 
to items of permanent numismatic interest. 

(e) Numismatic calendar. Under this heading we shall hope to note 
events important to the numismatic world. It may include, for exampile, the 
date and place of conventions or scheduled lectures of interest to stt;dents. 
We also hope to record the opening of new Museum collections. 

The Editor of the Society will give a brief summary of the aims and ideals 
of our listing and reviews. He will attempt to suggest certain general rules 
which we wish our co-operating reporters and reviewers would follow. We 
wish our reviews to be factual and informative, not critical and argumenta- 
tive. 

The American Numismatic Society is counting on the help of students of 
numismatics everywhere to make this new publication of service. Our Edi- 
tor would like to receive a copy of any book or article of possible signifi- 
cance to our readers. We should like to be told of any book, article or note 
that may contain an item of numismatic interest, even though the subject 
matter and contents may lie along other directions. Very briefly, we crave 
the help and co-operation of students the world over to make this nev/ pub- 
lication a permanently valuable contribution to the field of numismatics.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 

W ITH this, the first issue of Numismatic Literature, the American Nu- 
mismatic Society embarks on a new venture, the publication of a quar- 
terly which will inform numismatists of the current publications in their 
respective fields of interest. In nature, however, this first issue is unlike the 
numbers which are to follow, in that it consists almost entirely of a mere 
list of titles pubhshed during the recently terminated Second World War. 

As pointed out by President Dewing in his introductory remarks, it will 
be our purpose in the future to record, with brief abstract of its content 
the numismatic literature of the world. In so doing, our resume of a book 
or article will, as far as is humanly possible, be factual and not controversial 
in treatment. We shall tell the reader what each work contains, with com- 
ment, naturally, on any obvious omissions or errors and obsen'ations on 
extraordinarily useful characteristics. In no instance shall we engage in 
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personal or international vituperation. As an aid to those desiring to consult 
full-length critical reviews, there will be provided, as a regular department, 
an index of reviews which have appeared in other periodicals. 

The task of making a world-wide coverage of publications in our field is, 
of course, an enormous one. Our success in accomplishing this and, by 
the same token, the usefulness of our quarterly will depend in great degree 
on assistance received from others. It is our hope that all will help to make 
Numismatic Literature a useful aid to scholars in our own and allied fields. 
We urge that copies of all numismatic publications be sent to us on appear- 
ance. When possible, two copies should be sent, one for our oflBce use and 
the other for the reviewer. Particularly, we wish to be informed of articles 
on coins, medals, tokens, decorations, or paper money which appear in 
non-numismatic periodicals. 

The present issue is, in a sense, an announcement in that it is being given 
a wide, free distribution to numismatists, libraries and other institutions 
throughout the world. Future numbers will be distributed to all members of 
our own Society at no additional cost above their dues. Likewise, they will 
be sent to all organizations with whom we maintain regularly an exchange of 
publications. Others are invited to subscribe at the rate of $1.00 per year. 

NUMISMATIC PUBLICATIONS 1940-45 
Since the cessation of the Numismatisches Literatur-Blatt in 1939 record 
of the bibliography of coins and medals has been nonexistent. To fill this 
lacuna the present issue of Numismatic Literature is devoted to the publica- 
tion of a list of the works issued during the years 1940-45. This list has been 
under compilation at the American Numismatic Society for a period of over 
a year. Contained in it are books, pamphlets, periodicals and articles which 
have appeared in non-numismatic periodicals. In the main, articles in nu- 
mismatic periodicals and dealers’ catalogue literature have not been in- 
cluded. 

The entries have been arranged under broad classification headings. 
Often, because of the fact that we were unable to examine a book or article 
itself, its classification has been made arbitrarily. Again, because some en- 
tries were obtained from lists furnished by correspondents, it has not been 
possible to maintain a consistency in bibliographical notation. It would have 
been ideal to postpone publication until inaccuracies and inconsistencies 
could be rectified. It is our feeling, however, that it is better to place the ma- 
terial as it stands in the hands of the pubhc for immediate use rather than to 
postpone publication indefinitely. 

While it has been our attempt to make the list as inclusive as possible, we 
realize that such a goal is never completely reached. Certainly there are 
titles which will be found to be absent. We hope that our readers will in- 
form us of any books or articles which they find to be omitted and of any 
error of notation they may discover. Such additions as we receive will be 
published as a supplement in a future issue. 
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Those titles which are asterisked are ones for which we hope to supply 
reviews in a future regular issue. 

The present size and completeness of our list would not have bee i pos- 
sible without the co-operation of numismatic scholars throughout the world 
in sending us hsts and information concerning the publications in their 
native lands. We are deeply grateful to the following for providing us with 
much helpful assistance: John Allan and Harold Mattingly of the Depart- 
ment of Coins and Medals of the British Museum ; Jean Babelon, the late 
Pierre Le Gentilhomme and Jean Lafaurie of the Bibliotheque Nationale ;

PIERRE LE GENTILHOMMEt 

S HORTLY before going to press news was received of the premature 
death of Pierre Le Gentilhomme. Le Gentilhomme entered the Cabinet 
des Medailles of the Bibliotheque Nationale in 1932 and became its Assist- 
ant Keeper in 1944. His service there was interrupted by the recently termi- 
nated world conflict. Mobilized in September, 1939, he served in the French 
Army until taken prisoner in June 1940. An illness contracted during intern- 
ment in Germany made possible his return to France in 1941 and in the fol- 
lowing year he resumed his work at the Biblioth^ue Nationale. He was 
Secretary of the Societe Frangaise de Numismatique from 1934 to 1942 and 
its President during 1944 and 1945. 

During the short span of his thirty-seven years Le Gentilhomme attained 
wide recognition as a sound scholar of numismatics and history. His pub- 
lished work is concerned with coins of the Middle Ages and Ancient Rome 
and with the problems of monetary circulation and economic history which 
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they posed. His Melanges de numismatique merovingienne, published in 
1940, was honored with the Prix Duchalais of the Institut de France. Dur- 
ing the period when the collections of the Bibliotheque were evacuated he 
concentrated his attention on a study of Roman coin finds of the third 
century with particular emphasis on the light shed by them on the history of 
the Gaulish emperors. As a result of this study, he is said to have completed 
two memoirs, not yet published, one on the antoniniani issued from Gor- 
dian II to Valerian and the other on the regular and local coinage of the 
emperors of Gaul. Along with his regular activities he gave two series of 
lectures on numismatics, one at the College de France in 1942 and another 
at the £cole des Hautes fitudes of the Sorbonne in 1943. 

Le Gentilhomme was named a Corresponding Member of the American 
Numismatic Society in 1946. He had always given generously of his advice 
and knowledge to our Society. His last act in our behalf was an advance an- 
nouncement of Numismatic Literature made at the June meeting of the So- 
ciete Fran?aise in which he appealed to its members to forward biblio- 
graphical information. 

NEXT LOUBAT PRIZES TO BE AWARDED IN 1948 

T WO prizes known as the Loubat Prizes of the value respectively of 
$1,000 and $400 are awarded by Columbia University at Commence- 
ment at the close of every quinquennial period, for the best work printed 
and published in the English language on the History, Geography, Archae- 
ology, Ethnology, Philology, or Numismatics of North America. To be con- 
sidered for the 1948 award, books must be published before January 1, 
1948. The competition is open to all persons, whether connected with Co- 
lumbia University or not, and whether citizens of the United States of 
America or any other country. 

In accordance with the terms of the deed of gift, the successful competi- 
tors are bound to furnish, free of charge to the University, five copies of the 
works for which the prizes are awarded.

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REPORTS OF A. N. A. DISTRICT 
SECREIARIES 


Following are the reports of District Secretaries submitted to the 
N. A. Annual Convention held in Buffalo, New York, August 23 to 
27, 1947. They show what these workers have accomplished during the 
last year and the plans they have for the future. Several of the original 
reports were quite lengthy and appear here in an abbreviated form. 
The report of the Chairman of the District Secretaries Club, Ralph 
Mitchell, appeared in the October issue of the Numismatist. 


John H. Morris, Jr., for Alabama 

Though we lost a few members during the last year our net gain in mem- 
berships was over 30 per cent, and our activities have by no means ceased. 
The Birmingham Coin Club is the only coin club in the state, and nearly all its 
members belong to the A. N. A. While our local publicity has been extensive 
we are badly in need of state-wide publicity, and believe the A. N. A. might do 
well to advise us in this respect. 

The Birmingham Coin Club has donated many coin books to the local 
public library and would appreciate donations from those who have dupli- 
■cates which they can spare. 


Edward Fogler for Xorthcni California 

My appointment as District Secretary became effective in November 1942. 
During that time I have attempted in various ways to impress upon collectors 
in this district the advantages, education and pleasure to be gained by being a 
member of the American Numismatic Association. 

During the war numismatic activities in this district had been rather quiet 
but upon the return of our gallant men from the different Theatres of War’ 
where they acquired different coins of many Nations, the interest in col- 
lecting became more widely spread. Seeing this, I contemplated a State- 
wide membership drive this year. I discussed this matter with Vice Presi- 
Ralph A. Mitchell and Kenneth Lee, District Secretary of Southern 
California and both gave me the “All Clear Signal” to make a complete can- 
vass of all coin clubs on the Pacific Coast.

This gives a net gain of 12 members 
for the past year. 

On the evening of Dec. 18, 19 46 I gave an illustrated talk on Lincoln

miscellaneous collection of United States and foreign coins by another party. 

I attended the Central States Numismatic Society meeting in Indianapolis, 
Ind. on May 2, 3, and 4 of this year. The meeting was well attended and a 
nurnber of interesting displays shown. 


C. T. Shelby for Indiana 

The Indianapolis Coin Club entertained the Central States Numismatic 
Society with a three day meeting which included a trip around the 500 
mile race speedway, an auction and banquet. The banquet was attended by 
over 100 persons and the meeting was a success both from the stand- 
point of the CSNS and the Indianapolis club. The Indianapolis club s regu- 
lar meefings are well attended. At the July meeting President Ray Fiscus 
distributed applications for membership in the ANA and secured ten new 

^\)uring the past few months two new clubs have been formed in Indiana, 
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one in Kokomo and one in Lebanon. I attended the second meeting of the 
Lebanon club and found a very fine and active group of collectors. Their 
third meeting had an attendance of 4 2. 

An Assistant District Secretary should be appointed to represent the north- 
ern part of the state which takes in the Calumet and Elkhart clubs and 
South Bend, Fort Wayne and other cities without clubs.

Willis J. McKinney foi- Eastern New York 

Interest in numismatics in Eastern New York continues at a high level. 
During the year ending June 30, 1947 A. N. A. membership within this 
district has enjoyed a net increase of approximately 16^%, and two new 
coin clubs have been formed. 

In October, 194 6, largely through the efforts of Earl D. Sherwood, the 
Hudson Valley Coin Club was organized at Kingston. Meetings are held 
at the Kingston Y. M. C. A. on the second and fourth Wednesdays of the 
month except during the summer when there is a single monthly meeting, 
on the fourth Wednesday. The work and enthusiasm of this fine group of 
collectors is evidenced by their having won an Honorable Mention award 
in the 1947 National Coin Week competition. The club plans to ultimately 
branch out into the Poughkeepsie Area, perhaps alternating meetings be- 
tween Kingston and Poughkeepsie. The Hudson Valley Coin Club is af- 
filiated with the American Numismatic Association, as are many of its 
members. 

During the past winter a group of coin and stamp collectors in Troy 
organized the Troy Coin and Stamp Club, which originally met once a 
month but now meets twice, on the second Thursday and the last Tuesday, 
the latter being a business meeting. 

Your Secretary has been invited to appear before both of these clubs, and 
hopes to be able to arrange exchange meetings between them and the 
“daddy” of clubs in this area, the Albany Numismatic Society, some time 
during the coming season. 

In addition to groups mentioned above, and the Albany Junior Coin Club, 
there are well organized coin clubs functioning in Syracuse, Binghamton, 
Oneonta and Cortland, according to reports reaching your Secretary.

SOVIETS CAPITALIZE

The USSR Government supposedly represents the exact opposite 
of a capitalistic government. On tlieir flag is emblazoned the hammer 
and sickle, tools of the workman. But by giving them other tools, say 
a printing press and some plates, they furnished the workmen and paper 
and immediately capitalized by manufacturing about four hundred cool 
million (why should we say cool when hot would be a better word) 
dollars of Allied Military Currency. We have redeemed that much, and 
perhaps more. Their only admission was that they were given the 
plates, their workmen found they would work, so — why not use them? 
Why they were given the plates is something the Republicans were 
seeking to find out from the Democrats, aided and abeted by a large 
newspaper syndicate. While this little Civil War was going on over 
here the Soviets continued to capitalize on the Capitalist, not by ‘‘mak- 
ing hay while the sunshines'’ but by “making do-re-me that was moon- 
shine. ’ ’ 

Now never let it be said that you can “teach an old dog new tricks” 
or an old Bear how to trick. He knew all ready. It all happened way 
back when the Russian Bear was still a Cub, in 1928 when Wall Street 
was King Capital, everyone was certain to become a millionars, Britain 
ruled the Waves, and Money ruled the World. It was in these “hectic” 
times — for the Soviets — that according to evidence given in a Berlin 
Moabit Criminal Court by one Basilius Sadathieraschvili (two such 
names and you would say a mouthful) a citizen of Stalin’s own Georgia, 
the following was taking place. The Workmen, perhaps some of the 
same crafty-men, put the presses to rolling, this time with their own 
plates, turning out spurious American, British and Mexican paper 
money by the bale. He also charged that these same parties had been 
carrying on this dirty work of manufacturing filthy lucre since the be- 
ginning of their administration. 

Those of you having the March 1930 issue of The NUMISMATIST 
may turn to page 165 and read the source of this information in a story 
credited to the New York Herald Tribune. For the Scotchmen and 
others less fortunate, this is the statement, says the Tribune made by one 
Basilius Sadathieraschvili (if the printers pi this it won’t matter any- 
way). Oh yes, the statement. 
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‘^Tii 1928 the Political Bureau — the executive body of the 
Soviet Government — decided to print false Enprlish pounds and 
American and Mexican dollar bills in preparation for warfare with 
China and for the purpose of employing them in case any foreign 
state should intervene in the Bnsso-Cliinese war. The counterfeit 
notes were manufactured in the Soviet Government’s own ]n*intinp: 
house in Leningrad and in two priiitinjr houses in a Bussian city 
on the Dorn river. 

“At the end of 1928” still qrotiii^- tl'e fpiotcs “and early in 
1929 a irreat many of the forged British and American notes were 
dispatched to Mongolia for General Feng (Marshal Feng Yu- 
hsiang) while big amounts were sent by the Soviet Government to 
Irkutsk” (Irked us, too) “Siberia, to be used in the Far East. 

“The Soviet Government further put into circulation false 
foreign notes in Siam, India, Mesopotamia, Syria, Palestine, South 
America, Mexico and African coast cities. During the summer of 
1929, forged notes were circulated also in Europe — namely, Poland, 
Germany, Holland, Italy and Greece .” — New York Herald -Tribune.

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PRINCETON UNIVERSITY BICENTENNIAL MEDAL 



This three-inch bronze medal commemorates the two-hundredth anni- 
versary of Princeton University. Its obverse side portrays Nassau Hall: the 
reverse, the official seal of the University. 

Nassau Hall, for almost two centuries the center of the life of the Uni- 
versity and now in effect a shrine for the many generations of Princeton 
men, is the most appropriate symbol of the University today. Through re- 
modeling necessitated largely by the fires of 1802 and 1855, and through the 
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changes which even the difference between this medal and that of the Sesqui- 
Centennial records, Nassau Hall has remained in all essentials one and the 
same building. It preserves still the aspiring belfry-cupola, admittedly one 
of the best among Georgian examples in America; it preserves still beneath 
the graceful eighteenth century facade the feeling of simplicity and endur- 
ing strength. 

Designed by two Philadelphians, Dr. William Shippen and Robert Smith, 
architects of Independence Hall, “Old North” was completed in 1756 and 
named after the Prince of Orange-Nassau, William III of England. During 
the Revolution it was occupied by British troops. It was the meeting place 
of the first State Legislature of New Jersey. In 17 83 it was the meeting 
place of the Congress of the United States, which therein received the Dutch 
Minister, the first representative accredited to this country after the acknowl- 
edgment of its independence. 

The present seal of the University — replacing that of 1750 — was officially 
adopted on February 13, 1896, and is thus described: “a shield resting upon 
a circle. In the upper part of the shield an open Bible with the Latin char- 
acters signifying the Old and New Testament (VET NOV TESTAMENTUM) . 
In the lower part a chevron, denoting the rafters of a building. In the 
spaces between the sides of the shield and the circle, the motto, ^ ‘Dei sub 
numine viget.’ On the outside of the circle, ‘Sigillum Universitatis Prince- 
toniensis.’ ” 

The medal was struck by the Medallic Art Company of New York City. 
It was one of the last designs made by the late John R. Sinnock whose sig- 
nature appears in monogram J. R. S. on each side of the medal. 5000 copies 
were struck in bronze, the only metal used, and it can be bought for $5 at 
the Princeton University Store, Princeton, New Jersey.

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BOOK REVIEWS 

THE OAK TREE COINAGE OF MASSACHUSETTS. By Sydney P Noe 
Number 110 in Niinii.sinatir Notes and Monographs. Published by the 
American Numismatic Society. New York, 1947, Paper covers 8vo 23 no 
10 plates. 

This is a sequel to Mr. Noe’s earlier work, THE NEW ENGLAND AND 
WILLOW TREE COINAGES OF MASSACHUSETTS. It is also the first ap- 
pearance of Nuiiiisiiiatic Notes and Monoj-raphs in the new and enlarged 
format. There are those who will be saddened with the passing of the 
pocket size issues, of which 109 were published between 1921 and 1947. 
That the change is definitely for the better is readily apparent in this the 
first large size edition. 

The author has treated this long popular subject in a modern and 
thorough fashion. While he does not add to the number of varieties re- 
corded by Crosby, he does apply a chronological arrangement to the series 
and supports his arrangement with reasoning that is lucid and logical The 
individual descriptions are easily understood, the illustrations well defined 
and the letter press work of the finest quality. 

Each variety has been given a new number. The shillings are numbered 
from 1 to 14; the sixpences from 15 to 22; the threepences from 23 to 28* 
and the twopence 29-34. 

Sydney P. Noe enjoys a world wide reputation as an authority on ancient 
coins and that he should devote his talents to the study of the first coins of 
this country is, in our mind, a fortunate occurrence.

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THE NUMISMATIC CHRONICLE. 1946, Parts I-II. London 1946. 

It has been on our mind for some time, but now that we have the newest 
volume of the venerable British publication before us, we feel it appropriate 
to say it: there are 13 titles in this present volume; of these, eleven treat 
ancient coins, and two, British. This is perhaps an extreme case, but never- 
the-less. The Niimisiiiatic Clironicle, has very little space and time for any- 
thing else but classical coins, and the issues of their own country. Is this 
a continuation, in a veiled way, of the spirit that placed American coins 
among the listings of British Colonies (Atkins)? Surely, there must be 
worth-while developments in other numismatic fields. After all, England is 
only a part, and a small part of the European world — not to mention the 
Oriental series, especially the Far East, where much work remains to be 
done. Why always tread familiar paths? 

Dr. Milne opens the volume with a discussion of The Early Gold Coins of 
Asia Minor, followed by Herbert Cahn’s Flaviana Inedita, a near complete 
catalogue of hitherto unpublished coins of the Flavian Emperors; Harold 
Mattingly treats the Reigns of Treboniamis Gallus, Voliisian & Aemilian jp 
the expert manner observed in his earlier work on the subject. Marcus N. 
Tod continues his Epigraphal Notes on Greek Coinage. 

Among the book reviews, we recommend Mr. Mattingly’s discussion of the 
West- Johnson opus on CuiTency in Roman and Byzantine Eg>i)t, and his 
review of the new work on Augustean Counterstamps, by Michael Gruen- 
wald of Basle. Since this is a subject this reviewer considers his very own. 
attempts will be made to obtain and review a copy of the book itself. — H.

Coins Difficult to Import 

Hardly a month passes during 
which we do not receive several re- 
quests for the addresses of foreign 
mints that supply coins direct to col- 
lectors. With few exceptions we have 
been unable to supply any useful 
information. 

Very few countries are willing to 
sell coins to collectors and those 
which do, demand so much red tape 
it is hardly worth the effort and ex- 
pense involved in buying a few of 
their coins. A friend of ours in 
New York ordered a dollar size sil- 
ver coin from one of the mints in 
Central America and by the time he 
got it he had spent over $23 in fees, 
legal charges, and duty. The identi- 
cal coin would not fetch over $2 if 
offered in a coin sale. 

Our personal experience over a 
period of twenty years has perhaps 
left us somewhat frustrated, but 
there is no “perhaps” about the high 
price we paid for our experience. 

Under present conditions we be- 
lieve the best method of obtaining 
current foreign coins is to contact 
foreign dealers or foreign members 
of the A. N. A. Experienced ex- 
porters know how to obtain and 
handle shipments of coins, but the 
individual who tries to operate from 
this end will encounter untold dif- 
ficulties.

Pesos Circulated in Wisconsin 

In September the Parker Pen Com- 
pany of Janesville, Wisconsin, paid 
40 per cent of the salary of its 
2,000 employees in Mexican pesos. 

According to Kenneth Parker, 
president of the company, the pur- 
pose is to emphasize the significance 
of foreign trade which under normdl 
circumstances amounts to 40 per- 
cent of the company’s business. 

Local merchants agreed to accept 
the pesos at 20 cents each, face 
value, and the banks accepted them 
for deposit or exchange. The official 
rate is 20.70 cents.

IMiysiciaiis on Coins 

James B. McNaught, M.D., of the 
Stanford University School of Medi- 
cine has issued an interesting 8 page 
booklet entitled “Physicians on 
Coins.” It is more of an introduc- 
tion to the subject than it is a com- 
plete list, but it should prove of real 
interest to the collector who collects 
according to subject matter. 

The coins mentioned in the list in- 
cludes a sestertius of the Roman em- 
peror Antoninus Pius, A. D. 138-161, 
showing on the reverse a she-wolj 
suckling the twins Romulus and 
Remus, the fabled founders of the 
city of Rome. For a while the in- 
clusion of this piece had us puzzled. 
Its “medical significance,” according 
to Dr. McNaught, is that “it depicts 
one of the most famous nursing prob- 
lems of antiquity.” Until we are sure 
the Doctor was not being facetious, 
we are going to keep our copy of the 
coin in with our collection of “dairy 
items. 
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NOTES AND QUERIES 

The T iute<J States Silver Cent 


We have probably all heard of 
silver pennies of foreign lands, 
struck for various royal rites or pur- 
poses. Now we too can claim such 
a distinction, although not for such 
motives. 

The U. S. Lincoln silver cent has 
made its appearance in our circulated 
minor currency. How many of them 
exist is unknown, but it is well 
worth while to take a careful look 
at all 1943 steel cents which might 
come your way. 

These Lincoln cents were evidently 
struck on silver dime planchets at 
the Philadelphia Mint in 1943, the 
year the steel cents were made. 

It is probable that somehow the 
blank silver dime planchets were 
mistaken for the steel planchets. 
both being quite similar in appear- 
ance, and struck as cents. 

If this is true, it is reasonable to 
assume that the quantity would con- 
sist of the contents of a portion of a 
drop box into which the blank 
planchets fall when stamped, or at 
least quite a number. 

In reply to a letter of inquiry sent 
to the Director of the Mint as to the 
soundness of this assumption and 
probability, Mrs. Nellie Tayloe Ross 
expressed the opinion that it was 
possible although warned against a 
possible counterfeit. 

These pieces can readily be dis- 
tinguished from the steel cent in 
that they have a rounded edge rath- 
er than the straight, sharp edge of 
the one cent piece. They will also 
have a brighter appearance, and a 
smoother feeling than the zinc cent 
piece. 

The weight of the silver cent 
shows 38 grains, this being the same 
weight shown by an uncirculated 
19 43 silver dime. The zinc cent 
shewed a weight of 42 grains. It is 
slightly smaller in diameter than the 
zinc cent and slightly larger than the 
diameter of a reeded dime. Also 
perceptively thinner than the zinc 
cent although this might be an il- 
lusion due to the rounded edges. 

I know of a few other collectors 
who have them and in order to make 
a more definite estimate as to the 
number struck, this writer would ap- 
preciate being notified by anyone 


who already has one or who may 
nnd one in circulation.

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“Coin Investors” Can Take Loss 

Stamp and coin collection losses 
are valid deductions on income tax 
returns, according to a recent Pren- 
tice-Hall “Lawyer’s Weekly Letter ’’ 
providing that the collection was 
made for profit. 

f however, are not en- 
titled to a tax deduction for losses, 
the Letter’’ states. Such deductions 
are allowable only to profit-seeking 
investors, although they need not be 
connected with a trade or business. 

It an individual who collected 

stamps, (or coins) even as a hobby 
dies and the collection is sold by his 
executor,” the Newsletter points out 
the loss IS deductible on the estate’s 
income tax return.’’ 

In the case of an individual who 
sustained a loss over a period of 
years of the sale of a stamp (or 
com) collection, the deductible loss 
was spread over the whole selling 
period.

Most of these were comparisons of 
British and American coin collectors, clubs and 
collections. He told about the increase in the 
number of British collectors and clubs. When 
asked about the new nickel coins, he told that 
all silver coins except the crown, three pence and 
Maundy money were coined in nickel and that 
the titles of the King would have to be changed 
in 1948. He told of the unpopularity of the 
crown and of the ])resent limited issue of Maundy 
coins. They were struck in quantity up to 1911 
but in limited numbers since then. He was 
applauded for his interesting information. 

President Clark was then prevailed upon to 
tell about his automobile trip to the Pacific 
Ocean in August. In a fascinating manner he 
told of the many wonders seen by him in his 
tour which took a month and covered 8300 miles. 
The national parks visited by him each bore won- 
ders not seen in the others. He also told of 


both natural and man-made wonders seen by him 
and even told of having seen a mirage. He 
made his listeners wish they could have made 
the trip. However, he said that numismatically 
the trip was not worth while. 

Topics for the evening were the U. S. three 
cent coins and bills, coins of countries begin- 
ning with the letter H, except Hungary, and 
decorations of small and remote countries.
